Raoul Wallsnberg, Architect, 
Credited With Loading Rttcud 
of 20,000 From Nazis

lenberg is a member of one of 
• Sweden’s chief diplomatic and 
banking families. 

The architect ’’disappeared” on 
Jan. 17, three days before the 
AlUed-Hungaiian armistice, end 
only two weeks after his “recap- 
ture” of the Swedish Legation in 
Budapest from members of the 
Hungarian Nasi Arrow Croat, 
the American -Swedish News Ex- 
change.
